Tho McKiiilev Bill Vtftoronsly De- 
nounced by Deinoerata— Ke- 
dactious Demanded. 



VANCOUVER. 

Vancouvi'.k, March 11. — While on a trip 
to tlio halibut Galleries, Mr. James Ed- 
wards, of Vancouver, found upon a rock a 
species of sponfje. Though too small to ho 
of conimeroial value, it ia of good quality, 
and may yet ho found in pnyiii),' quantitiea. 

IMie newly elected Council of tho Board 
of Trade hold its firut nicetinj; hiat night. 
Resolntiona were pasHcd regarding tho sal- 
mon industry for presentation to tho Fiah- 
erirs Couimtssion, also referring to the re- 
distrihution of seats for the ^Houae of Com- 
mons. 

The four mtisted Bohooacr W. H. Talbot, 
of San FruiiciBCO, 705 tuns, with luinbor 
from Ihe Hastings Sawmill, will sail on Sun- 
day for Tientsin, GhiiiK. 



WAsnisGiON, March, 11. — The House 
went into committee of the whole on the 

free wool bill. Mr. Stevens, Democrat, of 
Mussachiisetta, spoke from tho standpoint 
of tho manufacturer. Keduced taxes, lower 
prices, he said, always niqant increased con- 
sumption. Free wool n^eant lower prices 
and better goods. The one was the equiva- 
lent of the other. While American manu- 
facture! s maintained their high standard of 
enterprise and workmanship, there was no- 
thing to bo feared from foreign competition. 
Quoting from the leading nianufacturers of 
tho country, he showed that the free wool 
bill was satisfactory to them. The bill pro- 
posed an immense boon 'to manufacturers, 
and one of universal beneSt. Tho bill repre- 
senteit as wiaea distribulion of tho duties 
as could he made. If tho bill passed, it 
would result in good to the people. 

.M'intgoniory, Democrat, of Kentucky, 
foUosved with a long argument in support 
of the bill, which ho read, lie said he was 
an ardent tarilV reformer. Tho measure re- 
ported endeavored to make a sharp and 
distinct iapue with tlui llcpublicaa p..iiy 
wliellier ()5,I)U(),UU0 of jaoplc .=lmll continue 
to pay 9U per c'jr.t. increase 011 all iho 
clothes u:.J woollen goods they consume 
under the MeKinley act or whellH-r tliey 
shall pay only 'J.j per cent, as fixed in this 
ii]r"jsuro. Whether 80.^ per cent, of the 
nnni'cea«ary taxation now inmo.'-cd upon 
S;i7(),000,0U0 worth of goods used 
yearly by tho "people shall .bo realized, 
was a question that every member would 
be called upon to say. Ou tha cheap lands 
und great ranches of tliti West, tho only 
portion of the country \ where wool was 
largely grown, but a small element, cither 
of lubor or property, exMpt that interested 
in the flocks, entered into tho interests of 
wool growing. There was no reason why 
the wool-growers should bo favored beyond 
ttio millions engiged in other pursuits, who 
pet no benefit from tho protection of this. 
Tho country could not raise either tho 
quantity or quality of wool necessary to 
clotho tho people comfortably and sue- 
ei's.Hfully. Under the increased rates of the 
MeKinley hill, ilio importations of wool in- 
creased from l'2t, 000,000 pounds in 1888, to 
l.SU.OOO.OOO pounds in 1801, which the 
manufacturers must pay duty on. 
This large iiiiport.ilioti, and tho price 
of raw material, must bo added 
to the price of the gooiliidiid linully paid lor 
by the consumer. If llu duty on foreign 
wool was added to the manufactured goods, 
thereby increasing the cost of woolen yoods 
to the C"n3.iiner, being no benefit to the 
wool urowcr, why shall not this duty bo re- 
moved f Under the MeKinley bill, wages 
h id not been increased in a single instance. 
The est of labor in the inanufuctui c of tex- 
tile faliries here diifcrcd very little fromlluit 
paid by European competitors, for while 
tho prices paid lor labor w crc greater, our 
macluncry und methods of niunuf.iiture 
were so Kupeiior that the amount expended 
in labor yielded as great an output of pro- 
duction in a shorter time as the lubor of 
Europe yielded in a loi:ger time. 'J'he 
old countries were conservative and 
slow to change tbcir methods. Labor <■ here 
was moro abundant, and there was less in- 
centive to invent and asu labor-saving nia- 
chillers. We were progressing, and alert 
to invent and adopt new, cheaper and 
■••peedier methods. Were American wool- 
len manufacturers given free wool, free dye 
SI uH'a, free machinery, nnd placed on an 
cipial footing, otlu'rwise, with the European 
ccnmtriea, we couhl pay Auieriean wagua, 
a'ul iiol only hold the linmu ni.uhet for our 
l)ro<luet3, but eonipul e wit h woollen markets 
of ibe world. 'I he AiU'^ri . an nianiifael ur or 
was ]iri)lecteii in the home market by the 
cost of transport at ion and other disailvuii- 
tjges, wliicii burileiied his foreign com- 
petitor.!, 'lb',; policy of the Democratic 
party was to maintain wagc^; liroaden tho 
fields of all Libor and increase tlieir coin- 
fcjrta. This bid repaid tlu! homo manufac- 
turers ten per cent, more tliaii the entire 
wages they paid for production. There 
was nothing in the Republican argument 
that higher rates than were can led in thia 
bill were neerled to maintain American 
wages. The zeal wiih which American 
labor was put forward (o justify the hur- 
ileiia of the tariff was a shame and u fraud. 
There was niore protection afl'ordcd in thia 
bill than was necessary. The people wanted 
the tarilT reduced. This bill was not 
theoretical. It's benefit was universal. It 
removed two thirds of the tax paid l.y sixty- 
live millions of people on all the wool 
clothes they wore; but which fell heaviest 
on tho poor, who wore cheaper goods on 
which " MeKinley" imposed higher duties. 
He liLdieved the bill would meet the ap- 
proval of four-fifths of the wool growers 
and manufacturers themselves. There was 
b ;liind it a ]iuidic sent iment irrea[)eetive of 
the political, which neither the Senate nor 
President could ignore. The Di/Liiocratie 
|)oliey now Wiis war ou all wasteful and ex- 
travagant appropriations, economy in public 
cx|)oiiditure8, and a radical and sweeping 
reduction in expenses br)rno by the people.

— The Standard says, 
to-day, on the lieliriiig Sea controversy ; 
" 'J'he impression prevails that tho easy-go- 
ing disposition of Great ]>rituiu in this mat- 
ter is not reciprocated by the government at 
Washington. The British government's de- 
sire to bring this conflict to an amicable 
issue is as strong as ever, but there ia an 
obvious limit to good natnro when tho 
yielding has to bo done by ono side. Mr.

Every iniparlial American 
sees that Great Urit» iu is making consider- 
able oonccssions. The suggestion that she 
would be glad not to submit the dispute to 
arbitration is ridiculous. The British gov- 
ernment wishes to remain on good terms 
with thewhole world, and especially with 
the Uuitcd States, to which ib is bound by 
the ties of kinship. The element in the 
Unittid States hostile to Great Bri''ain is 
allowed to exercise an excessive inHucncc 
upon the negotiations, and, by its forco of 
nurnbcia, to dictate to the more intelligent 
of tho people."

It was finally decided 
that delegates bo sent to tho municipal 
authorities, asking that public works, in 
order to relievo the distress of 
the people, be iinuicdiately started. 
At Cologne unemployed workmen 
formed themselves into a procession and 
marched in a body to the town hall. Here 
the burgomaster uppeanid and made a mol- 
lifying adJr;;a2, c:i>iiig that tho autlioriliri) 
nre doing all in their power to alleviate the 
distress, and hoped that means would soon 
be reached to accomplish this cud. Ho 
promised to try and lind work for everyone, 
and in the ineaniiino employment will be 
given to those men who are married and 
have families to support. When the burgo- 
master finidlicd tlie crowd cheered hini 
heartily, and then quietly disperaed. At 
Dortmund, a town 01 Prusaiiin \Vestpliolia, 
much Eull'erinj,' also exists among the labor- 
ing claa-.es. Over 2,000 n'en, employed in 
the iron works, have been thrown 
out^of work, within u week, und others 
are receiving notices that their services may 
havo to ho dispensed with ina short time, 
as there are indications of trade paralysis, 
and that all the works may be shut dosvu 
entirely.

New York, March 11.— Mr. Pixlcy, of 
tho London bullion houso of Pixley & Abell, 
siiys : "The heavy fall of silver bus its ori- 
gin in America, and is duo to fears of the 
action that might bo taken by Austro-Hun- 
gary in reverting to a gold standard. This 
action came on a weak London market and 
at n time when India was quite unable to 
run the market alone. Thetupply of silver 
not only has been largo from America, but 
a good ileal of silver lead has come from 
Australia. India will require a large 
amount of silver for the rice crop in Bur- 
inali and some has yet to be found.

THE BANK STATEMENT. 

The bank statement for January runs 
much on the same lines as has that for tb'e 
same month in previous years. The whole 
.statement, however, indie ites a hotter and 
more satisfactory business year than the two- 
or three immediately precedinc it. There- 
was a large reductiou in hank notes in 
circulation, but no more than is 
exjKcted at this season. The amount 
reduced is largo because a larger ainount 
than usual was put in circulation owing to 
tho activity of trade during previous 
months. Tho amnuiit in circulation is over 
a nullion dollars nioru than in tho same 
mnntli a 3 car ago. Foreign l alnnces, 
tliouKh re lnced during the month, stand at 
nearly eight millions more than on the 
same date last year. Overdue debts 
have been reduced about a quarter 
of a nullion during the year, though slightly 
increased during the nionlli. Deposits by 
the peo])le show a considerable falling 
oir during the month, the decrease in 
demand deposits oxceediug the increase in 
thoso payable after notice by nearly twO' 
millions. Capital paid up and reserve 
fund continue to increase steadily. There 
are etill assurances that large quantities of 
last year's cropa aro yet in the pro- 
ducer's hanila holding for higher prices; 
Judging from the bank accumulations of 
capital and reserve funds, also foreign 
balances, and with no extra demand for 
larger credit, with an increase of over 
sixteen millions of deposits by the people, 
tho situation ia encouraging.

Eootouay Capital." 



Two Trains a Day Between .Spokane 
;.- and Tlii) Dalles— Smelter and 
BuUiliug: Operations. 

The risits of Mr. R. E. Lemon, of Nel- 
^•n'l to this city are annual events to wliicli 
his friends look forward with interest, for 
the reason that when Mr. Lemon arrives he 
is all but sure to bring with him the latest 
news of the great Kootenay country. 

Mr. Lemon loft homo early this week, 
making the (irit pari of liis journey to salt 
water — from Robaon to tho Little Dalles — 
in a row boat, which, projierly managed, 
ooverod the 50 miles between thetivo plucts 
in just 71 houra. From The Dallea he 
came stiaigbt on to Victoria, arriving 
Thursday evening. A Coi.dMst man Haw 
him, yesterday, and reeeiveil his huilget of 
aews nuggets. Here ia what ho hiul to tell : 

"Nelson is doing well; the people aro con- 
teutcd; buildings are going up on every 
hand, and tho town is steadily forging 
ahead Over four liundred poreons v/in- 
tercd in the town, and tlio niuiibcr ia not 
unuaually large. Now everyone ia talking 
mining, for it. is tho mines behind Nelson 
that will make tliu future of the city. Trail 
oreek is the reiguiog excitement, subordi- 
nate to the Slocan of course, and many 
claims have been bonded there at good 
figures. 

-: "We havo bad no really cold weather this 
winter — six inch ice was the thickest seen, 
and eighteen iuchea on tho level was the 
highest mow mark. Since the closo of navi- 
gation, six new hnildinga have gone up, and 
ground is' now being prepared for others, 
net (be least important of which will be 
Huston & Ink's two story briuk block. As 
so many of the lot holders livo on the 
Coast it is, of course, hard to eatiiiiato the 
extent of tho spring opirations, but they 
are sure to bo extensive. In regard to pub- 
lic buildings, we need a new Court House 
badly, but, of course, you will hear before 
we do what tho legislature docidea to 
give us. 

"Tho construction of tho Nelson fc Fort 
Sheppard railway means tho salvation ol 
the country; with it, Kootenay'a prosperity 
is assured. There is little use in our trying 
i. ) develop the country till wo got elieai. 
aud fast transportation all tho year round; 
not any four or five months in tho yeui 
arrangement. The past year has been n 
good one for Nelacn'a business community; 
"hero have been no failurea, and overyom 
has made money. 

" 'How to get to Slocan,' is the principal 



talk just now, and opinions differ as to this 
best route. As soon as the water ia high 
enough to run the boats on tho lower river, 
Mr. Corbin, in anticipation of the rush, and 
beint; determined to pet nil the busiuesB 
piEsihlo in bis hands, has promised to put 
on two trains daily between Spokane and 
Tho Dulles, guaranteeing to takepassongera 
from Spokane in the morning, aud land 
them in Nelson the same night. The Kaalo 
and the Nelson people are at loggerheads aa 
to which have the better route for pros- 
pectors and supplies into the Slocan. My 
own opinion on fciie matter I do not care to 
make public. 

"Our smelter is getting on nicely. There 
aro now 35 roeaat v/otk, and the dock and 
approach on toe lake aide of the peniDSulu 
aro juat about completed. Kverything will 
be ready for buying Ore about the lat of 
July. The Government ia building a nice 
dock at tho foot of Hall street. Nelson, and 
it is underatood that u company has been 
organized to put up sampling works at the 
west sidu of the new dock. They will go to 
work just as soon aa they can got the ma 
terial on tho ground. Another company, to 
embark in bufineaa immcd lately, will handle 
all kinds of mining mjchinery, dealing in 
such maohiiiery exclusively." 

Mr. Lemon Ihinks that tho legislature 
hero dealt very liberally with the Nehon 
Waterworks cotnp.iiiy, and wiirns the mem- 
bers, in cmaideriiig llio Electric Light com- 
pany's bill, to bo careful nob to grant 
p jwera monopolizing Cottonwood creek and 
pi eventing its being used at some future 
(lay in tho operation of reduction works — 
the dream ot many a miner.

Trospects for a Good Summer Tery Hopeful— 
The Milling Work and Irriga- 
tion Schemes. 

Mr. A. E. Howae, of Nicola, who arrived 
in Victoria, yesterday, speaks very hope- 
fully of tho future of the VuUcy, and says 
that thanks to the mildness of l ist winter, 
an almost unparalleled season in the history 
of the district, tho apring and summer, will, 
no doubt, bring much prosperity to the 
farmers and stock raisers. The cattle are 
all remarkably well, and aro in such good 
condition, that they look as if there had 
boon no winter at aU. Several good road- 
sters and sires have bo«n Imported to 
Nicola, and though the distance travelled 
before they got to a market, is a long one, 
their stock invariably pulls out at a fair 
price, both ia Vancouver and this city. 
The fifty miles from the Valley to Spcne'a 
Bridge, tho nearest C. P. R. station, are 
traversed by Que, well kept wagon roads, 
whioh are a great help to all tho reaidents. 

Although the flour produced is of splen- 
diil quality it cannot compote with tho local 
product when shipped to Vancouver on 
account of freight and cost of transit. The 
wheat used ia tlio white and rod fife, a species 
very p ipiilar throughout tho interior. The 
valley at piesout cimtains two mills, that of 
Mr. Howae with a capacity of fifty barrels 
daily, and Mr. R. M. Woodward's that 
turns out twenty barrels per day. Mnat of 
tlie flour linda a ready sale at a good price 
at SemilkanieLii and Granite Creek, sixty 
mill's to the soulli. 

The irrigation scb.eiiie ia being extended 
and is as usual working admirably, tlio 
iiuality of tlie soil through which tho ditcliea 
pass being improved one hundred per cent.

The 
magistrate of the iie.irost town of the main- 
land, Lewibburg, summontd them to ap- 
pear for renistiiig the ollicers. After hear- 
ing the tcBtimony, he ordered the case to 
bo heard next day in Westport, l.'i miles 
away. H iving no money to p;iy for • con- 
veyance, the islanders were forced to walk 
*he entire dist.inco that night, and, being 
poorly clad, suffered severely from the pre- 
vailing g lie. Many would have puridhe<l 
had it not been for the kind-hearted vil- 
lagers. Soiuu of the women were unable to 

' reach Westport. The magistrate, when tho 
ease was cillcd, leurniug the latter fact, 
was incensed at what he termed disrespect 

' of the law. After a long lecture, in which 
the great goodness of tho crown was dilated 
upon, and how it tomporod justice with 

•mercy, had been delivered by tho magis- 
trate, tho islanders, who pleaded guilty, 
were, ordered to be liberated if tliey gave 
bail for good behavior. As tiioy had no 
friends in Westport, and nothing of value of 
their own, tho bonds were not furnished. 
Tnere is much indignation throuRhrnit tho 
•ountry at the action of tho magistrate. 

Frisliiriil Colliery Ithasli-r. 
BiiossKi.s, March 11. — A frightful colliery 
disaster occurred at Andcrlues, Three hun- 
dred miners are entombed, and serious fears 
»ro,intertained' that the explosion has cut 
•fT ali access, attempts made to reach the 
men are futile on account of tho foul air. 
I'hreo fcnialo miners have baen rescued. A 
largo force of voluntcrs are at work clearing 
tho mouth of tlie nunc of tho debris so as to 
reach the imprisoned miners. A largo num- 
ber of the minors arc married, aud their 
families uid friends ut the mouth of tbe pik

TEB BUDGET SPEECH. 

; Tho Hon. Mr. Turner's Budget Speech 
was a model of clearness and simplicity. It 
wag the speech of a frank, straightforward 
■lan of business, who desired to give his 
hearers »n account of things as they aetn- 
ally were, without coloring and without 
concealment. His account of the way in 
which he effected the loan was a concise 
statement of facts. A less modest man than 
Mr. Turner would have made it the theme 
of solf-glorification. For a Goniparutively 
anknown province like British Columbia to 
float a loan in the greatest money market in 
ihe world on such favorable terms is really 
'^something to bu proud of, and tho Finance 
'..Itlinister might be pardoned if he did 
indulge in a little self • gratuliition. 
We hare heard a Dominion Finance Minis- 
ter boast long and loudly of a far loss suc- 
cessful achievement. But Mr. Turner did 
not lose his head because he was able to 
>raise money for the province on acoh easy 
i-terms. With a prudence, which is ono of 
ihis chief oharacteriaticn, ho cautioned the 
iprovince against excessive borrowing. He 
will, we arc aure, lose nothing by his incd- st 
reticence. Mon of business appreciikte 
the work ho did, and he has gained, and 
will maintain, the reputation of boiug a 
skillful as well as a safe Bnancier. 

Mr. Turner made so truthful and so ohecr- 
"Ing an exposition of tho state of tho linanc.a 
of the proviiiua, that the criticisms of tho 
Opposition appear more like coiiipliniciit 
thAU censure. Tho Builsjet sp?ceU proved 
Tory cloiirly tliat the financial pilicy ot tho 
Government is Eound, and that as long as it 
is in power, the people may depend upon 
kaving the resources of the province intelli- 
gently and prudently developed— os far as 
the Government can aid in tlieir devtlop- 
nent, — wiihout tho debt of tho province 
being unnecossxrily increased, or its credit 
Iceing in the slightest degree impaired. 

THB ABORIGINES. 

The Minister of Militia had, we see, a 
good word to say in the House of Commons 
for tho Briti.'ih Columbia Indians. They 
deserve all tho good that ho or the Minister 
of tho Intarior, or anyone elso, can say of 
them. They are, as a body, gentlo and 
law-abiding. They are, too, far more in- 
dastrious and provident than the aboriginal 
tribes of any other pirt of Northern North 
America. Tho Indians of British Columbia 
are more ready to adopt the habits and to 
ongago in the employments of civilized men 
than those of any other part of the con- 
tinent. They are trustvvorthy. Tho In- 
-.lian will fulfil his contract to the letter. It 
is only when he gives way to the temptation 
of strong drink that he is not to be relied 
upon, and in this he is not worse than many 
of the white men, whoso example in drink- 
ing whiskey, as in many other thing.?, ho 
closely follows. Strong drink is the l)ano 
of the Indian of this province, as it ia of 
men of all moos in every part of the world. 
He httaafoDdnessfor stimulants, which, when 
<3nce acquired, appears to be ineradicable. 
Tho Government does what it can to pre- 
•fcnt his being demoralized by strong drink, 
but in spile of tho law and its penaltits, 
Indians, female as well oa male, continue to 
get intoxicants whenever they have tho 
^VBOXtej to pay for them. If it were not for 
'their w&akness in this direction and the 
laxity of their morals in another, tho British 
dolumbia Indians would be a prosperous, a 
a useful and an increasing part of tho popu- 
lation of the province. As it is, we fear 
that they are doomed to share the fato of 
tho aboriginal races in many other countries. 
It is said that they are diminishing in num- 
bers, and it is feared that they will gradu- 
ally disappear. This is greatly to bo re- 
.-tted, for there ia much in their character 
i!i.;t ia truly estimable, and they appear to 
tho most civilizable of the Indian tribes 
of this continent, north of Mexico. Tho 
thirty-five thousand Indians o£ this pro- 
vince give the Government very little 



trouble indeed, and the expense of looking 
after them and taking care of them is com- 
paratively small. The expenditure of tho 
Dominion on account of the Indiana of 
British Columbia waay.Iast jiypar t.$S5,054, 
while the Indians' of j Manitoba and tho 
Northwest Territories coat the Government 
nearly ten time's as" much.' The' figures are 
S8.")3,187. 



THE PUBLIC DOMAIN'. 

There are some who are opposed to tho 
Government giving public land to railway 
and other companies whose object it is to 
develop and to make available the resources 
of the province. The arguments of these 
persons sound very well in theory, but they 
are not at all convincing when examined 
from a practical point of view. Tho pulilic 
domain in this province is very large. We 
are informed that it consists of some two 
hundred millions of acres. This is an 
immense estate and tho owner oi it ought 
to be fabulously rich. But as a matter of 
fact it is not rich. Why ? Becausa a very 
large proportion of this land is not .ivailiiblc 
for any purpose whatever. Much of it 
miglit bo in tho moon for all the good it is 
to the people of tho province, and there ia 
no reasonable prospect of its being made 
available within any measurable distance 
of time. Under present circumstances tho 
luml is simply inacceasililo. It may, and 
probably does contain immense stores of 
riches, hut no one is now, or likely soon to 
be, any the better off for all that hidden 
wealth. 

The province though prosperous is com- 
paratively poor, and except for this land its 
resources aro limited in extent. Would it 
be wise for tho people of tho province 
through tho Government which represents 
them, and acts for them, to use part of this 
land in order to utilize the rest} 

W hat would a prudent man do under 
such circumstances. If ho owned a large 
tract of land which was lying idlo and of no 
use to him because thcro was no way of 
getting to it, would ho not give part of it, 
and a largo part too, to tho man who would 
spend his money in making roads to it and 
through it ? Wo will toll our readers what 
actually did take place. An enterprising 
gentleman who does not live a thousand 
miles from Victoria, purchased on specula- 
tion, a considerable tract of land in a 
situation which he considered favorable. 
After a while there was talk of building a 
railroad to this place, and one of the pro- 
jectors went to tho land-owner and asked 
him how much ho would give towards the 
railroad. " I have," ho replied, " so much 
land and so much shore front. If you bring 
your railroad here, I will give you half the 
land and all the shore front." And no 
doubt it would have paid him to make this 
apparent sacrifice, for the construction of tho 
road would make the b dauce of hia 
estate worth ten times as much as 
tho whole of it would sell for before 
it was made acopssible by the railroad. 

Is not the Government of this provinea in 
the position of this land owner? It haa a 
greit (leal of land which is of no use to it, 
and never will be until it is opened up by 
ndlroads and developed in oilier ways by 
men of onterpriso and capital. Woiihl it 
not be wise for the Government to give pari 
of this land to the men who will make the 
rest of it available ? It seems to us that 
there c:in be but one answer to this question. 

The l^)vernment has no money with 
whicli to build r '. Iroads, liutit has n .super- 
abundance of liind. The laud given to a 
railroad company is not lost to the country. 
It is the interest of that company to make 
use of their land at tho earliest possible 
moment, and whou it is setthdor made use 
of in any way, it becomes a source of wealth 
to the community, and of course to tho 
Government. 

The section of country through which tho 
road that the company builds runs ia alao 
made available for settlement. If it con- 
tains inineral.", it becomes the seat of mining; 
industry ; if the land is fertile, it is eon- 
verted into a rich agricultural district; if 
timber is abundant, lumbciing iscarrieil on, 
giving employment to immigrants and 
bringing money into the country. 

Thus, by granting a few thousand acres of 
idle and unproductive land to an eaterpria- 
iiig company, both the land given away and 
tho laud opened up, is improved and made 
to add to the wealth and tho population of 
the country. Is not this better than keep- 
ing the whole of it idle, waiting for some 
means of making it of use that may never be 
attainable? 

How the land shall be given, whether in 
large blocks in u specified district, or by 
means of land warrants for BmuU tracts, is a 
question of detail which we fancy it would 
not be at all diflicult aatisfjctorily to arrnnge. 
Tho main question to be considered is, is the 
principle of granting public lands to enter- 
prising men who undertake to open up the 
country and to develop its resources, in a 
province situated as British Columbia is, 
sound ? 



A SUSPICIOUS STATESMAN. 

Mr. Ronald (~!rauford Munro^ Ferguson, 
JI.P., seems to look upon his fellow sub- 
jects in tho Dominion of Canada with deep 
distrust. He appears to think that their 
loyalty to Great Britain ia not to bo de- 
pended upon. He is evidently under the 
impression tlrit they aro all, or nearly all, 
annexationists at heart, and that they aro 
only waiting for a good opportunity to be- 
come citizens of the Great Republic. 

Mr. R. C. M, Ferguson must have formed 
his opinion of the loyalty of Canadians by 
reading the editorials of the Toronto Globo 
and other unrestricted reciprocity organa. 
If ho had visited Canada, and mingled 
with Canadians, ho would have been sur- 
prised at tl.o warmth and the depth of their 
attachment to tho Mother Country. Ho 
would, we venture to say, find more rl- 
publicans and socialists and anarohistt in 
London or Liverpool or Manchester or 



Glasgow, or any other centre of population 
in Great Britain, in a week, than he could 
find in the Dominion of Canada in half a 
lifetime. Canadians who visit England, 
and mix:'.' freely with the people, are 
shocked^ -'at '^-tho disrespectful way in 
which many .people ''speak of monarchy, 
the Queen,'the Royal Family, the nobility, 
and British institutions generally. They 
have been accustomed to hear Great Britain 
spoken of as the model constitutional coun- 
try of the world, and of Her'Most Gracious 
Majesty Queen Victoria us a pattern for 
woniankind.of all ranks and all countries, 
and the ribald rant of British radicals hurts 
and ofTends him. Said a British Columbian 
to a friend on his arrival from Great Britain, 
" I would not live in the Old Country now; 
it is too democratic for me." 

It is a mistake to believe that Canadians 
are in love with American institutions. 
They view the working of thoae institutions 
too closely to feel any great admiration for 
them. Many a young Canadian has been 
cured of the annexation fever by a abort 
residenoo in the United States. Close con- 
tact with republicans and an experience of 
the way in which the governrnent of a re- 
public is carried on disenchanted him and 
made him value inoro highly tho quiet anil 
tho freedom ho enjoyed at home. Tho 
Canadian wants no better Government than 
that which exists in his own country. He 
has all the freedom he desires. Like men 
everywhere be wishes to make money faster 
than appears possible in his own country, 
and he sometimes thinks that tho chances 
of getting rich quickly are better in the 
States than at home. But that impression 
is not nearly so general now on this side of 
the line as it was a few years ago. Canadians 
find that the struggle for existeuee ia quite 
as hard and fierce in many parts of the 
United States, as it is in Canada, and they 
have known many who went to seek their 
fortunes in the States, return homo after 
many years absence with a good deal of 
bitter experience, but with very little hard' 
cash. The United States is not now the 
Land of Promise to young Canadians that 
it was twenty years or so ago. 

When everything ia considered, the 
chances of Canada "casting her lot with 
the United States and beconung incolrpor- 
ated with that country," are much leas 
now, than they were in times gone by. Mr. 
R. C. M. Ferguson niay, therefore, make 
hia mind easy about any fortifications that 
may be erected in Esquinialt. Canadians 
would man those defences as readily and 
fight for their country as stoutly against 
an invader, American or Russian, as ever 
tho men of their race did, under simi- 
lar circumstances, in any part of tho world. 
Canadians belong to a fighting breed, and 
the stock from which they sprang does not 
often produce traitors. The loyalty of Can- 
adians has not, happily, of late years, been 
put to the severest test, but blood will tell, 
and if British Columbians were required to 
defend their country, Mr. Ferguson may 
depend upon it that they would neither de- 
sert their guns nor treacherously hand 
them over to the invader. Men ot tho Brit- 
ish race would not do so at home) and it is 
not likely thot they will do so in the col 
ouies. 

Wo are pleased to see that tho majority 
in Ih.e House of Commons have failli in the 
lioiior and the loyalty of iheir fellow-sub- 
jects ill Ciiiuuhi, and that they would not allow 
Lord Hamiltuii to answer questions which, 
in tho veiy terms in which they were 
cnuched, conveyed reproach and even inSult 
to Canadians. 

Kaquinialt ought to be fortified. It is 
fonliah to allow so important a station 
remain without defences. It would be use- 
less to attempt to show wliicii ( lovcriimenl 
is to blame for tho unaccountable and in- 
excusable neglect. It is to be hoped that it 
will be remedied without any unnecessary 
loss of time, and that the defenceless con- 
dition of the most important I'litish naval 
station on the Pacific Coast will not remain 
an evidence of the apathy or the want of 
forethought of the men who aro responsible 
for the safety of this part of the British 
Empire.

NEWS FROM THE NORTH. 

A Budget of Interestlmr Items— Whisky Smngr- 
Kllni; Anions tho ludlauslucnused. 

Rev. Thomas Crosby, Methodist minister 
from the Northern districts of tho province, 
mention of w hoao illness was nmdc in tho 
Colonist some days ago, was well enough 
to talk to a reporter lust nigbt, and gave 
tho following interesting items of news : 

During the past witer, tho whooping- 
cough bus been very prcaleiit among the 
Indians on tho Skoena, hundreds of child- 
ren dying from iho disease. La grippe has, 
however, let everybody in the district alono 
for two years past, except at the Northern 
extremity of Queen Charlotte Island, whero 
there has been a big spread of the opidoiniu. 
Fort Rupert has also been visited heavily. 

At Kiremat, Dean's Channel, and at 
Bella Bella, fine missionary churches are iu 
course of erection, and both villages named 
are fast inci easing in numbers, and improv- 
ing in appearance. 

From Kimpsquit comes word that, during 
the last three moulhs, a great number of 
agricultural plots have been gruuted 
to new settlers, and that a fine 
wagon road, several miles in length, has 
beoii prospected through inuuy of the cluiuis. 

I'he large and handsome industrial school 
for Indians at Fort Simpson, is just about 
completed, and it is expected that it will 
I occupied and in full working order by 
tho middle of next month. 

Since last October great chances have 
taken place among the Tsimpeian, Kitsomak, 
Bella Bella and Queen Chirlotto tribes. 
They have all oomp elely abolished tho old 
medicine bug and rattle for curing disoaae, 
and are now very anxiously etriving to get 
to know something of tho uses of civilized 
drugs. 

A very great evil that tho missionaries 
have to conli'ud against ia the continual and 
large importiition of spirits by the steam- 
boats, llio liquor being sidd to the Indians 
all along tbo coast. During the past six 
months, this Iraliic has largely increased, iu 
spite of all efforts to put it down. 

STRANGE JAPAN 

CastlnpT Off Her Ceiilurles oflgnovaneo and 
Heathenlsin, She la (iradually EmerKliiff 
Into the Lishl of l'riia;re8s, 

Mr. Reinhardt, who has lately arrived 
hero from Japan, ia ono of thoao travellers 
who not only see tho outside of new 
things, but who iilniigo into the mysteries 
of everything that cornea to tboir notice, 
and are not conleut until they have ascer- 
tained about everything worth knowing on 
tbo subject that they aro for the timo being 
interested in. Ho spent live years in tbe 
land of tho Mikado, and during that timo 
acquired a veiy great deal of information 
concerning tho natives of tho country, 
their habits, customs, and, in fact, 
almost everything of interest about them. 
It would bo impossible to give in a short 
paragraph one fifth of the interesting things 
that Mr. Reinhardt told a Colonist repor- 
ter last night, but some few of them are 
given below :— 

■ "The Japs hove awakened themselves 
with a vengeance, and but few people will 
stay to think just how they may possibly be 
going ahead too fast altogether in their 
zeal to boom up civilization In their midst. 
I will give you an instance that illustrMes 
this very forcibly. They start a scheme for 
a largo factory and at once employ from 
Europe the most skilled men they can ob- 
tain to inaugurate and run tilings for them. 
M liters go on salisf.ictorily for about three 
years und tlien the Japjiiesc imugino 
that liny aro quite ulOe to lun 
everything tht'iri'clvca, not taking into 
consideration that the men who suined the 
business for them hail pioli.dily twenty 
years previous experiLiKO ainl training. 
I'he result is, that a year after llie skilled 
nion have been dismissed, evt-ry thing gees 
wrong, and the factory ia dt-fuiict. 

"Tiie Jap inese are inngnifi.'Out imitators, 
but tliey are not origiuators. They are 
woiiilui fully cleiiii, very soldoRi intoxicjited, 
invariably polite, and never swear or use 
foul language of any sort.- They aro 
paa-ddiiato lovers of llowers, and tho family 
ia very poo that does njt possess a little 
garden, blooming with crysautheniums or 
tbo sweet-smelling 'erroea.' 

" Educati<n is making great strides all 
through the Empire, atid some very fine 
schoids have lately been established, nnla- 
bly at Yokohama und Tokio. The religion 
is a devout Buddhism, und althouah there 
are a grout iiuinbtr of missionaries through- 
out .Japan, the result of lheireir<irts ia no', 
at all noticeable, nor do I l.elicve that tViey 
will ever be able to do beyond n very little 
with the religious temb ncieg of the nulivfg, 
'I'lio higher cla-ises throughout the country, 
for the most pr.rt, drcsa in ICuropoan fashion 
and cat their meals in u civilized Way."

There were also other items 
contained iu tho estimates, to which he 
would, at a later date, refer, but for the 
present would content himself with pressing 
upon the Government the olairas of Van- 
couver fur a suiuble and sutficient court 
house building. 

Mk. Punch complained that the money 
of the province was not being expended in 
tlio same proportion in which it was col- 
lected in the various districts, and claimed 
for Weslnrdnater district, cspeoially, that u 
much more liberal allowance should be 
made. 

Mr. Brown waa also an objrctor to cer- 
tain details of expenditure «hich did not 
meet his views. Ho was, however, con;- 
pelled to compliment the hon. Finance 
Minister on having so ably dealt with the 
?i rfinances' of the province, and with having 
t^;^ lapoken in such a way as would certainly 
iSetve to give outsiders a good inipreseion of 
f;:. the stability of the province. He (Mr. 
' Brown) waa not one of those who would de- 
the financial administration of the 
province, but on tho contrary, was glad to 
bear testimony to the ability and elfieieuoy 
displayed, and was sure that as the re- 
sources 'of the province became better 
known at home and abroad, the credit and 
good name of Biitiah Columbia would be- 
come even higher and more stable than at 
present. He congratulated the hon. Fi- 
nance Minister on his success in placing the 
Inscribed Slock of the province on the 
London market, and said that he (Mr. 
Turner) deserved full credit for 
what he had done. Continuing, he claimed 
that tho Government should show a much 
more liberal spirit in dealing with expend! 
turo for roada and bridges. Ho went into 
details and liL:urc3 in order to prove that 
the Governiiii nt waa not justly spending 
the money. In conclusion he summed up 
his argument iu the saying that "he amcUed 
a mice." 

AIr. ANtii'.RsoM replied tn the hon. mcni- 
her for Weatniinatur City (Mr. lirown) who, 
he Baid, in his tiL'uiea and caloiil uiona hud 
jnisrcprcBent( d Victoria district. 

Mr. Suitii (juotcd from the eslimatea of 
revenue and txpendilure to prove that the 
Government could not bo fairly charged 
with having dealt the most liberally with 
tho districts which sent (iovtrnment sup- 
porters to the Legislature. Ho claimed 
that it was impossible for tho Government 
to give universal satisfaction, and thought 
that, all things considered, tho policy of the 
'.' greatest good to the greatest number hud 
been carried outb In bis own district there 
were many roads and other improvements 
wanted, but these would rc(juire tho ex- 
penditure of a large amount of money and 
he would not umluly urge upon the Gov- 
ernment to dipart, from llieir conservative 
policy of keeping as nearly within the 
revenue aa pi>s;aiblc. (Applause.) 

Mr. Keith taid that aa each of the 
members of the House seemed to be airing 
an individual gritvancn, he iiiiglit aa well 
follow suit. He waa disappointed that no 
sum had been placed in the eatimalea for 
more school acccinmodution at Nanaimo. 
The Government should consider this claim 
and give Nanaimo enough money to erect a 
good school building. ^ 

Mr. FoitsTER followed, and urged further 
grants of money by the Government for im- 
I)roving the roods of Nanaimo district. He 
also said he had great pleasure in support- 
ing the cinims of Nanaimo for a new school 
and hoped tho Goverument would see its 
way clear to make an ample grant for a 
suitable building. 

Ho.N. Mr. .Vkr.s'o;) said tliat he thought, 
if anything would show how s-.tisfaclorily 
the Government waa adminiatering the 
finances of the proviiue, it would 
bo this criticiania of the members of 
tho HouEC. Of course there was a little 
i , . irritation hero and there. That wijs 11 
natural aequonco, and was apparent every 
year. It was now a new road here, and 
then a now road there, etc.; but the main 
question of tiuauco, tho most important mat 
tor of how tho finances goncrally were being 
administered, had come in for little or no 
oritioisii), not even from tho leader of the 
OppMition,, who was really obout the only 
hon. gentleman on the opposite aide of the 
Houee who seemed to know any thiug at all 
about finonoe. Ho could , understand that, 
perhaps, tho members of ', .tho, ' Hbufio were 
mpro or less unfamiliar with the details of 
the issue of Inaorihed Stock of the province, 
kuk thought that after the lucid and clear 



a.fatement of tho Finance Minister they 
.would probably know more abottc it. He 
ridiculed the contention of the hon. leader 
of the Opposition, that the Government, kept 
tho Public Accounts Committee from 
meeting in order to keep infor- 
mation regarding tho public accounts 
from tho ratepayers of the country. Such, 
ho said, was not tho case, but he would 
alaosay that it waa aa much tho fault of the 
hon. leader of the Opposition aa of anyone 
that the Public Accounts Committee, which 
waa in the control of the House, li id not 
mot. He replied to tho charge of tho hon. 
leader of tho Opposition that the returns 
brought to the House %vero not printed but 
were being smuggled away by tho Govern- 
ment. No meinber of tho House, he said, 
asked for so many returns as the same gen- 
tleman (Mr. Heaven). It was an easy 
enough matter to put u few lines of "motion" 
on tho order paper and cull for a big return 
that it might take weeks to prepare { and 
if all these returns were not printed it was 
because there seemed to be no nooosiity for 
so doing, and, besides, if all these returns 
were printed the Government Minting 
oHico, now running extra hands and over 
time, would have to be more than 
doubled in capacity. He criticised 
severely tho uncullid for remorka of 
the leader of the Opposition iu claiming 
that the Finance Minister had bvcn egotis- 
lical in his speech on t he provincial linanci'S. 
On the contnrybe (Mr. Vernon) thought 
that the Finance Minister had been most 
modest, and had claimed no credit to wliioli 
be was not entitled. Referring to the 
allegation made by the hnn. leader of the 
Opposition, that every year the province 
svas getting deeper a:-d deeper in the i/iire 
he, (.\Ir. Vernon) said that if this wore the 
case, it waa a most remarkable thing that 
the credit ol the province was every year 
going hiijlitr and hiijlicr. 

Hu.N. iMr. Turnkr— Your are getting 
poetical. (Laughter.) 

Continuing .\lr. Vernon Faid there was 
only one concluaion to be drawn from the 
increasing debt and the increasing credit, 
and that conclusion was most justly that 
the Govi rninent was spending the money of 
the prnvinco so satisfactory, and the public 
works being done, were so well carried on 
that they were forming a valuable asset. 
Ho defended the action of the Government 
in soiling such public lauds aa had been sold 
at SI per acre at that price, and declared 
that a great deal of the land which had 
been sold in this way, had been sold ainiply 
because possibly coal would be discovered, 
and not because these lands were good for 
agricultural or pastoral purposes. Con- 
cluiling, Mr. Vernon said tliat,_ on the 
whole, he was more or less disappointed, in 
a certain sense, that tho Opposition's critic 
ism of the budget had been so very mild 
When the session opened they (the Opposi 
tion) had promised some great field days 
and some vigorous attacks on the Govern- 
ment ; but, 80 far, these had not developed. 
Regarding what the junior member fur 
Yale had said about redistribution and that 
he (Mr. Vernon) was a "traitor" to his 
constituents, he (Mr. Vernon) remarked 
that he thought it was unnecessary to dial 
with this, aa the constituen's theniaclvcs 
had already dealt with it. When they had 
fully understood the matter they had taken 
his hon. friend (.Mr. Semlin) who 
once stood at tlie head of the 
poll, .ind put him down very 
nearly to the bottom, and in fact it waa 
only by a narrow chance that he, (.Mr. Sem- 
lin), had been able to keep his seat in the 
House. Continuing the Chief Commissioner 
defended the action of the Government iu 
distriLiuting the provincial revenue in tho 
way of expcudituro in various diatricta, 
saying that he wished it were more clearly 
understood and better remembered by every 
member of the House that tha province aa 
a whole should be conaidircd in the esti- 
mated expenditure, and that no one sliould 
deprive any particular portion of the pro- 
vince from a much needed allowance, 
simply becauao that portion happened to be 
within or without any district lines, (ap- 
plauae). Dealing with the charge made 
that the Government had done certain work 
by day work when it should have been 
let by tender, he, (Mr. Vernon), said that he 
had conaidered thac the he&t method of con 
structing public works and of husbanding: 
the r< sources of the province. He gave one 
instance in East Kootenay where 
road was to be built. Here the Gove 
ment Cidled for tendera, the lowiat of 
which was $-J0, 000. Aa a Uialter of fact, 
the Governiiieiil af erwarda built the ro.id 
lor Ic-a than 85,000, and tlinu.;li, perhaps, 
not (|uile as good a y>\i had been done, ^till 
it waa (|uite aa go hI aa conld be alTiKlcd, 
and the hiixre amount of money saved had 
Ijeeii expeiideil in other portions of tlie (lis- 
trijt. lie also gavo other iiistanceM of a 
.similar nature. Referring fur a liniment to 
the attack made by the hon. member for 
West Kootenay. (Mr. Kellii',) on the (jov- 
ernnicntageiit for that district, ho dic'.areil 
mo-t emphatically that the Government 
agent was altogether a very supiMior man, 
and was peculiarly well qnalilied for tho 
position. The Govei iimiiut had every con- 
iidence in him. As to the many local mat- 
ters that had been brought up from lime to 
time, ho would bo glud when the whole 
province should be divided up into muni- 
cipalities, so that the Government would bo 
relieved of the municipality work it was 
now compelled to do. (Applause.) 

Mr. Kitciiex stated that his idea of the 
financial policy of the Government was that 
the Government waa taking the money 
u way from the prosperous disli lets « liieli 
did not support them and giving it to 
tho parts of the province that had to be 
pup fed iu order to return a (Jovernnu-nt 
supporter. What kept the Government in 
power was that there were a hungry lot of 
iiorsea atanding at the public crib, which 
must bo fed iu order to keep their votes 
straight He went into elaborate details in 
support of his contention that the district 
of Wcatiuinstcr bad not been getting its 
share of the public rovcmie, and declared 
that hia constituents would support lilni in 
his opposition to the Government, and he 
proposed vigorously to assail certain expen- 
ditures provided for iu the estimates. 

Mr. Croft replied, also going into the de- 
tails of tho accounts to show that tho argu- 
ments of the lion, member for ^Ve3tnlinbter 
district (Mr. Kitchen) were fallacious. 

Hon. Mr. Tiiiinicr's motion that tho 
Spi'aker do now leave tin; chair was there- 
upon carried without diviaion.

He (Mr, 
iuriier) had explained fully that tho loan 
had coat the province, including all charges, 
interest and sinking fund, juat a little leas 
than 44 per cent., in thia there being in- 
cluded ) per cent, to pay off tho 
liability. Even tho City ot Viitoria paid 
five and one-half to six per cont. for their 
money, and if i.m. gentlemen opposite 
would only think of it they would see at 
once in bow good a position tho province 
had been placed, and how thoroughly good 
a transaction had been made. 

Hon. Mr. Beave.v persisted that thia 
was no answer. Ho wished to know where 
tho money had go:i ;, ".'ho had got it, aud 
what for. He wuu to know if it had 
gone into tho pockets of tho Finance Min- 
latct, or of hia partners, or of somo one else. 

Hon. Mr. Turner— I thought you were 
going to say th^it— I expected it yesterday. 
Hon. Mr. Beaven repeated bis eiKjuiry. 
Hon. Mb. Davib waa about to reply 
when the Chairman called 6 o'clock. 

The committee rose, reported progre.is, 
and asked leave to sit again.

CONDEiNSED DISPATCHES. 



Tlie Argentine minister of finance has re- 
signed. 

Tho Earl of Denbigh died in London, 
yesterday. 

Prof. Sereno Watson, tho Harvard botan- 
ist, ia dead. 

The I'rench foreign office announced, 
yesterday, that a commercial treaty with 
tho United States had been concluded. 

A contract has been signed and delivered 
for the construction of a railroad from 
Astoria, Oregon, to a transcontinental con- 
nection. 

African advices state that a Belgian ex- 
pedition under Capt. Hinck, has reached 
the West coast of Lake Tanganyika, unmo- 
lested by the Arabs. 

The next Rus=<iHn military manajuvres in 
the vicinity of Moscow will bo on a gigantic 
scale. Six army corps will lake part, bo- 
sides guards and cavalry, the wliole reach- 
ing a total of i?00,000. 

Geo. VVoodyutt, Hastinga, member of 
Parliament for East Worcestershire, was 
senlenctd io fi.o yeara hard labor for em- 
bezzling £15,000 belongiug to an estate of 
which he was trustee. 

The Emperor has commuted the sentence 
of Rosalie Schneider, convicted of helping 
her husband nmrder four servant girls, to 
imprisonment for life. Schneider will prob- 
ably be hanged Tuesday. 

Mr. Doacon has sent representatives to 
Cannes to take his second and third daugh- 
ters away from their mother. Mrs. Deacon 
strongly oppoaed the separation and a 
heartrending scene occurred. 

While gendarmes were conducting the 
anarobists to prison in Cadiz after trial, 
they were attacked by an anarchist mob. 
A,severe conflict ensued, several gendarmes 
and 10 anarchists being wounded. 

The Standard's Zanzibar correspondent 
telegraphs an unverified report that tho 
British East Africa Compuny's troops sus- 
tained a defeat at tho liands of a largo force 
of natives, losing many men and arms. 

Tho Indians of Chihuahua believe in 
witchcraft, and fora numbe," of yeara an old 
woman held them in great fear by her al- 
leged powers. It was stated that slio was 
in the habit of eating young cliildron. Dur- 
ing her absenos a party of men wont to ir-v 
home and found not only bones, but the 
partly eaten body of a child. On her return 
homo sho was burned at tho stake, and the 



people ate small portions of her body in 
order lo ward off evils that might befall 
tbem for killing her. 

The as;ed sacristan of St. Stephen's cathe- 
dral, Vienna, waa found murdered in hia 
room. The case ia surrounded -with mys- 
tery. 

Afric'.in advices are received that a Bel- 
gian' txpe-'Htion under Captain Hinck has 
reached tho west coaat of Lake Tanganyika 
unmolested by Arabs. 

SjTho pope baa communicated to the news- 
paper Observator Romano, a note defending 
Ireland, archbishop of St. Paul, against at- 
tacks made upon him by his enemies in the 
United States. 

The report that Jay Gould's health had 
suddenly become very much worse and that 
he was hurrying home from tbo South on 
that account, was denied by Sidney Dillon, 
Russell Sage and George Gould. 

Rev. Father McGrail,of Brockton, JIass., 
publicly horsewhipped an Irishman for in- 
(j'ecent conduct. 'I'wu years ago ho obtained 
iij^niey by false pretences from Rev. Mc- 
Grai '> horsewhipped him soundly. 

It is reported that Pope Leo XIII, is in 
favor of revising the concordat betwein 
the church ""'^ Franco, with a view to 
ealabliahing ■.'^'"v relations that will be 
mutually satisl. 'ctory to tho church and 
state. 

A majority of tlio I'nporial Commission 
on the Austro-lfungiir/ eurrency report 
that only a gold stamlan. possible, also 
that tho half llorin ahould K' the unit, ami 
that silver coiiiuge should be liiTiited to cir- 
culation of 1, •10,000,000 florins. 

A. L. Harvey, the Newfoundland agent, 
wlio has bee x conducting negotiations >yith 
the Imperial Government in oonnectio^*^ 
with the fisheries dispute, has been sum- )' 
inoned to St. Johns to confer with Sir Wil- ' 
liam Whitewny, tbe Premier of Newfound- 
land. 

Tho following is tho composition of the 
new Chilian cabinet : Kduardo Matta, min- 
ister of the interior; Caspar Touo, miuiiter 
of foreign uH'airs; Diavialla Larrain, minis- 
ter of public works; Senor Castellone, min- 
ister of justice ; Augustin Edwards, minis- 
ter of finance. The minister of war is not 
decided upon, but will probably be Errazu- 
riz or Burrioa Bargono. 

Mail advices from Parilla bring news of 
an Indian uprising in the Cordillera of the 
Aodes districts. The Toba tribes are at the 
head of the outbreak, and with them many 
other tribes heretofore friendly towards 
their Spanish neighbors. Half a dozen 
towns have been destroyed, several frontier 
missions wiped out, and murder and pillage 
is going on. 

TliQ colored people of the West End of 
Boston, Mass., are in a panicky condition 
nn account of the direful prophccifs of the 
Rev. Aiulrew Johiia, of Allegheny City, Pa., 
who is conducting revival SL-rviees at St. 
Paul's church. He claims to liave foretold 
the Johnstown lluoil, and now predicts that 
Boston is to be overthrown by an carlh- 
quiike. Chicago is to be scourged. He has 
made many converts, strange to say. He is 
going back to New York again to warn tho 
people of that city that "Uod's wrath is 
near upon them."

A HANDSOME BUILDING. 

Tho New Victoria Brewery to Be One of Tlio 
Finest Pli'cps of AtcUItecture 
lu the City. 

One of the most handsome structures of 
its kitd, on this coast, will be ihe new 
brewery tliat Me-srs. Loeivcn & I'M) are 
erecting, at the corner of ( icjvoriinii nt and 
Discovery streets, at a cost of iJGU.UUU. 

Tlie architect, Mr. Steiniiiaiin, of Seattle, 
hag put. in his best work on the plana, and 
it on'ly needs iC bu said that Messrs. Mc- 
GiCgor & Jeeves are 'J?" contractors, to 
a-jsurc all concerned that. will 
bo no slop job. Every portion oi 
the work ia being carciiiily ucaiined, 
under the closest aupervisiuu, and lliu 
solidity of the building, even at its present 
stage, is apparent. They are employing 
eighteen brickUyers, nineteen stonecutters, 
twenty laboring men, und twenty carpen- 
tL'rs. Mr. Tieiicnianu is superintending the 
general labor, oj the repressntativo o£ ths 
brewers and tbe architect. 

Tho building, which will bo 90 feet in 
height, of Koksilah stone, from Lubbe'a 
quarry, and brick, has a frontage of 110 
feet on Government street, and 88 feet on 
Discevcry street. The town side will con- 
sist of live stJiies, and the Diacovory struct 
bide, of three, the foundation tixnches, and 
stones supporting them, being uinforinly G 
feet thick. The brewhou-ie will occupy 
tho front of the three stoiy building, and at 
tho back of that will be the hll- 
rooin and wash-house : there are 
also capacious store rooms for mall, hops, 
and the balance of the room is taken up by 
numerous elevators. The five-story portion 
of the brewery will contain many novel 
features (|uite new to the business in Vic- 
toria, On the top of the building will be 
the masli tub and Ijrew kettle, surrounded 
by a spacious outlet cooler and water tanks. 
From these the beer will run into tho stock 
room on the next floor, and thence into fer- 
menting tuts. Fioin hero it will run down 
into rest vats, (each of 200 barrels capacity,) 
and from there, below into the cellar, 
where it will he laid off into 
oik top casks of 100 barrels 
each. Thence the beer is OuuUy 
drawn oil into tbe small kegs in the fill room 
whence it runs down an outlet slide into 
wagons in the yard. 

Messrs Weitel & Viltor, of Milwaukee, 
are putting in a splendid ice machine of 2,; 
tons weight, with a horizontal Gorlisa engine, 
comprotsor, etc., all of the best niuUu, 
There ia also, from the same Qrm, a Bitdelut 
cooler. A 25 h.p. engine is now on the 
road. The Albion lion Works arc maiiu- 
facluring a large portion of the material, 
tho principal items of which are ii maali 
tub, brew kettle, die ice tanks, water tanks, 
und boilers. Messrs. Wilson Bros, have the 
contract for supplying all the iron pillars 
und supports in the liiiilding. In addition 
to the miichinery above described, there 
will be a iiowcrful electric light plant. 

It is ex|)ecteil by the contractors that, if 
work continues to go on as lit present 
with no hindrance, the building will he 
ready for oc.;upation by tho middle ot June. 
The ice miicliine will ho at work by the end 
of May, turning out nine tons of ice daily 
for city consumption, so that tho city will 
onco more have a good ice factory. It may 
bo mentioned that most of tho walls of the 
building are two feet thick, and that the 
foundations are the most solid in the whole 
city. The structure will bo a credit to Vic- 
toria in every sense of the word, and is the 
pioneer of solid edifices in tho Northern end 
of the city. 

Tlio lurormatlon Dlsmlmtcd. 

Tho information charging D. McPhadden 
witli an infraction of the streets by-law, in 
allotting his g^tes to awing upon tho side- 
walk, was dismissed by tho police magis- 
trate yesterday. The gates have been 
attended to, and McPhadden pays all coats.
